The great February Opossum 
hunt, scheduled for this Friday, 
February 29, has been cancel- 
led, according to William B. 
Mack, President of the Craw- 
ford County Opossum Hunting 
Association. However, the A- 
wards Ceremony will take place 
on Saturday, February 30th, in 
the Pioneer Room of Chief 
Shoppenagons Motor Inn as 
scheduled. 

Mack, in making the cancel- 
jation announcement, stated, 
“We got a great deal of flack 
from Possums Unlimited and 
felt that a further promulgation 
of the event would not be in the 
best interests of the Associa- 
tion and the County residents.” 
He added that all proceeds and 
donations for ine bunt wonid be 
donated to the Multiple Sclero- 
sis Society in the local area at 
the Saturday night ceremony. 
‘M.S. is a little understood 
disease which attacks people in 
the prime of live - ‘those 
between 20 and 40,’ said Mack. 
‘We are happy to be able to help 
those in our community so 
afflicted.” 

Larry MeNamara, local busi- 
nessman and renowned opos- 
sum hunter in his own right, 
agreed that the Hunt should be 
cancelled. ‘After all,” he stated. 
‘the opossum is a bit of an 
endangered species - almost as 
endangered as local opossum 
hunters.’ 

Mayor Derek McEvers, wha 
has announced a Possum Hunt- 
ing Day, agrees with McNa- 
mara, and adds ‘The City 
Council feels that February 
shouid definitely be continued 
for at least two more days - the 
29th and 30th - thus eliminating 
the first. and second of March, 
when everyone gets bills.’ He 
further added, ‘The support of 
such a group as Multiple Scler- 
osis is important to our com- 
munity, and | personally urge 
that everyone doin in the effort 
to aid in the elimination of this 
terrible crippier.” 

Farl ‘Chum’ Longworth, 
Chamber of Commerce Mana- 
ger, said, ‘I'm all for Opossum 
Hunting Day, but I fully under- 
stand why it is being cancelled. 
However, I want to compliment 
and thank the people of Gray- 
ling who have helped our local 
Multiple Sclerosis victims. In a 
time when we have been afflict- 
ed with little snow for our 
visitors, fuel shortages, the 
Bear Mountain stories and the 
severe loss of the Indiana and 
Ohio National Guard encamp- 
ments, the people of Grayling 
have again shown the indomit- 
able spirit of ovr early pio- 
neers.’

Alma College's Kiltie Band, 
which makes a concert appear- 
ance at Grayling High Scheol in 
Grayling on Monday, March 4, 
is regarded one of Michigan's 
best small coliege bands. 

The 8 p.m. concert at Gray- 
ling Tigh School is one of 16 
presentations by the Alma band 
during its spring tour of Michi- 
gan, Indiana and Illinois. 

During its marching season 
the Alma band is attired in 
colorful kilts of Royal McPher- 
son tartan for its parade parti- 
cipation and for its pregame 
and halftime performances at 
Alma College’football games. In 
the last six years, the band has 
travelied to 13 states and Cana- 
da, covering over 15,000 miles. 

Each year in May the band 
plays a leading role in the city 
of Alma’s Highland Festival, an 
event that lures Scotsmen from 
throughout the United States 
and Canada for two days of 
festivities and competition a- 
mong pipers, drummers, High- 
land dancers and pipe bands. 

The Aluia College band was 
formed in 1922 by student 
Kenneth Wolfe, now a physi- 
cian in the city of Alma. From 
an initial membership of i2 
students the band has grown to 
its present total of 75 musi- 
cians. First uniforms of the 
band, according te Dr. Wolfe, 
were some old hand-me-down 
Masonic Lodge outfits. Later 
the band acquired more appro-

The types of trees and shrubs 
available will be about the same 
as in previous years.

The public's memory is short. This accounts 
for the widespread astonishment at the extent 
and suddenness of energy shortages. In reality, 
they have been building for years into an explosive 
Situation. The flashpoint was reached with the 
cutoff of Middle East oil. 

An interview of a U. S. News & World Re- 
port editor with Dr. Dixy Lee Ray, chairman in 
this country. During the interview, Dr. Ray ex- 
plained how, back in 1971, due to a U. S. Supreme 
Court decision relative to environmental restric- 
tions, the AEC “. stepped licensing any nu- 
clear plants at all for 17 months. We didn’t i 
permits for construction or operation during that 
period.

Dr. Ray then described 
the problems of utility compaiies. Uncertainty 
with respect to regulations governing such things 
as health, safety, the environment, taxes and pollu- 
tin contrel systems prevented them from going 
ahead. Nisregarded were many of the facts about 
nuclear energy plants, from their accident - free 
record to waste disposal. On the latter point, Dr. 
Ray observed that by the year 2000 we may have|s 
pow el planis in uber- !

At any rate, the energy shortage of today has 
ed in all forms with a vengeance, and there is 
no mystery about it. The only mystery is how short 
the public memory has preven to be. Forgotten 
are the obstructive tactics — erivironmental, regu- 
iatory and taxwise — that for years slowed the 
energy industries. The 17-month hiatus in nuclear |; 
plant licensing was typical of the times. The ob- 
jective now should be to move ahead at flank speed 
to close the breach in the energy ramparts of the 
United States.

Property tax limit 


Government watchers of alj 
sizes—all size of governments, that 
is, noi all sizes oF Waichers—shouid 
keep an eye peeled on picturesque 
Roscammon County in Michigan's 
mid-north. 

The land of tne deer and the pines 
around Houghton Lake and Higgins 
Lake may well point the way to how 


jocal government is financed in 
Michigan. 
A group of taxpayers in 


Roscommun has presented pétitions 
to the Roscommon County Board of 
Commissioners seeking a much 
lower ceiling on property taxes 
within the county. 

According to the Associated Press 
report, the petitions call for a cut in 
the usual base property tax rate 
from 15 mills to 8.1 mills. 

Presently the state requires that 
8. 1 mills be allocated each year to 
various elements of local govern- 
ment; counties must be allocated at 


mills, joveshing at least | mill and 
intermediate school districts at least 
one-tenth of a mill. These minimum 
allocations must be made if the local 
governments can show need for that 
millage and they almost always can 
show minimum need. 

Beyond the 8.1 basic millage the 
state constitution permits up to 15 
mills of local tax authority, divided 
up by each county’s local Tax 
Allocation Board. Anything beyond 
the 15 mills of constitutionally 
limited taxation must be voted 
speciticaiiy by the people. 


The Roscommon petitions seek to 


lower that limit of non-voted tax in 
Roscommon County from 15 to 8.1 
mills with anything above that limit 
te be annraved gsnecifically hy the 
voters. 

This is what happens now in 
almost every school district in the 
state. There’s hardly a schoo! 
district which can operaie on jhe 
share of that 15 mills it receivas 
under an allocation formula; so the 
schools usually ask their voters for 
added _— operational millage.

sometimes they don’t. 

It is less usual for counties and 
townships io seek specialiy-voted 
operational millage—except for 
specific purposes such as roads or 
fire departments or libraries or 
bridges or the like. More frequently, 
counties and townships operate 
under the operational millage doled 
out by the focal tax allocation 
process in their home counties. 

But under the Roscommon plan if 
it went statewide, most counties and 
more townships and virtuaily all 
operating schooi disiricis would 41s 
have to go fo the voters for approval 

operating funds. So would most 
intermediate schoo! districts. 

The petitions in Roscommon were 
circulated and submitted by the 
Roscommon County Townships 
Association. They would not affect 
miilages for schoois or fire service 
or other local projects which already 
have been specifically voted. 

Ascording to Eleanor Woodruff, 
president of the Roscommon 
townships group, the move is 
designed “to put taxes back in the 
hands of the electorate by allowing 
only the state-alfowed minimum tax 
rate permanently and forcing loca! 
governments to go to the voters for 
more.”’ 

tt’s easy to see why operators of 
local governmental units might look 
askance at having to go to the voters 
for their very operational existence, 
it's a jough anu demanding job te 
keep an electorate aware of the 
progress and the problems of loca! 
government. 

In foo many neodle just 
don’t know what's going on in their 
local county and jcwnship govern- 
ments, or even their school districts. 
And worse yet, too many people iust 
don’t care. 

The only time these types of 
citizens become aroused, is: 

(A) when they have a specific 
probiem wich iheir government 
should handle, such as muddy roads 
or dogs running ivose or a clogged 
drain or sewer; or (B) when tax- 
paying time rolls around. | 

When problems arise, then 


citizens apathy evaporates . almost 
as fast as the concern for economy in 
government—at least, economy 
which forecloses sclution to the 
problem at hand. 

And when tax-paying time 
arrives, then apathy also evaporates 
in a rash of head-shaking and fist- 
pounding and concern for where the 
dotlars go. 

General citizen concern about the 
rising level of property taxes~—in 
some areas to near the point of 
confiscation—is a genuine concern 
in many parts of Michigan. 

The Roscommon pian is one ap- 
proach to handling that concern. 
Whether it's a sound approach 
remains to be seen. But the whole 
idea bears careful study.

Therein the pro- 
vision for a 1% and 2% tax 
rate, for residents and non-re- 
sidents, respectively is spelled 
out. The adopting body has the 
option of setting the personal 
exemption at $600.00 or the 
sume as Federal Revenue Code 
{this year $750.00). The Gray- 
ling City Council elected to 
adopt the $600.00 personal 
exemption so as to produce 
more revenue and not be tied to 
an uncertain personal exemp- 
tion as in the Federal Revenue 
Code. I would, personally, not 
like to see either the exemption 
or the tux rate raised. Tne 
voters approved a 1% income
